{No Provision is Made For 


Raising Funds to Pay Men 
Dollar a Day 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 26.—The sen- 


ate finance committee this afternoon 
reported favorably on the soldiers" 
bonus bill. The tax features of the 
measure as it passed the house were 
eliminated. 


Amendments adopted by the com- 


mittee provides that applications for 
aid under the bonus provisions must 
be made by former service men be- 
fore July 1. 1922 and no payments 
become effective 
until 
January 1» 


1923. The bill as reported provides for 
,one dollar per day cash bonus for 
each day served except the first sixty 
days. 


For former service men who select 


other than a cash bonus, $1.25 per day 
Is granted. 


Optional plans, other than the cash 


bonus, provided in the bill. Include 
government Insurance, farm and home 
aid. 
land settlements and vocational 


training. 


The bill as reported carries no ap- 


propriation and provides no means 
for raising the money to pay the 
bonus this matter being left until 
the next session of congress. The bill 
provides that all applications must be 
tiled by July 1, 1922. In order that 
congress may be able to have data 
on the number of applicants before 
taking steps to provide an appropri- 
ation payable not earlier than January 
1, 1923. 


The committee will seek to obtain 


action on the bill In the senate early 
next week.
